JAPANESE  TEACHERS  GROUP  DEMANDS  U.S.  WITHDRAWAL

[Text]  Pyongyang,  2  Aug  (KCNA) —We  call  for  the  withdrawal  of  the  U.S.  troops 
from  South  Korea,  oppose  the  U.S.  imperialists^  interference  in  the  internal 
affairs  of  Korea  and  scathingly  denounce  the  South  Korean  authorities'  policy 
of  dependence  on  foreign  forces. 

This  was  stressed  in  a  statement  issued  on  31  July  at  Panmunjom  by  the  dele¬ 
gation  of  the  Society  of  Japanese  Teachers  for  the  Study  of  the  Chuche  Idea 
headed  by  Choei  Alta,  representative  member  of  the  Fukushima  Prefectural 
Teachers  Society  for  the  Study  of  the  Chuche  Idea  and  chairman  of  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee  of  the  Fukushima  Prefectural  Teachers  Union,  in  support  of 
the  independent  and  peaceful  reunification  of  Korea. 

The  statement  expressed  full  support  to  the  three  principles  of  national 
reunification  and  the  proposal  for  founding  the  Democratic  Confederal  Repub¬ 
lic  of  Koryo  put  forward  by  the  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song. 

It  ascribed  the  continued  tragic  national  split  of  Korea  to  the  U.S.  imper¬ 
ialists'  occupation  of  South  Korea,  the  "two  Koreas"  plot  of  the  U.S.  imper¬ 
ialists  and  the  South  Korean  puppet  clique  and  the  involvement  of  the  Japanese 
reactionary  government  in  this  plot. 

The  statement  said: 

We  can  never  tolerate  the  Reagan  Administration  pursuing  a  policy  of  strength, 
the  Japanese  reactionary  government  and  the  Chon  Tu-hwan  military  fascist 
clique  holding  large-scale  joint  military  exercises  to  trump  up  a  trilateral 
military  alliance  and  perpetrating  military  provocations  against  the  northern 
half  of  Korea  to  create  the  danger  of  war. 

The  Nakasone  cabinet  said  it  would  make  Japan  an  "unsinkable  aircraft  carrier," 
is  Increasing  economic  "aid"  :to  South  Korea  in  collusion  with  U.S.  imperialism 
and  trying  to  take  the  road  of  war,  involved  in  the  "two  Koreas"  plot. 

We  will  launch  a  vigorous  struggle  against  this. 
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The  moves  to  hold  the  70th  Inter-Parliamentary  Conference  in  Seoul  in  the 
coming  October  are  a  hostile  act  against  the  Korean  people  fighting  for 
national  reunification. 

We  will  never  tolerate  these  moves  but  will  resolutely  oppose  them. 

We  will  strengthen  unity  between  the  Korean  and  Japanese  peoples  and  wage  a 
vigorous  solidarity  movement,  firmly  joining  hands  with  broad  segments  of 
Japanese  people  supporting  the  independent  and  peaceful  reunification  of 
Korea  in  order  to  materialize  the  proposal  for  founding  the  DCRK.

OVERSEAS  KOREANS  CALL  FOR  UNITED  FRONT  FORMATION

[Text]  Pyongyang,  1  Aug  (KCNA) — So  Chong-kyun  made  a  report  titled  "Our  Goal 
and  Task  at  Present"  at  the  North  American  Meeting  of  Overseas  Koreans  on 
National  Problems  held  in  New  York  some  time  ago. 

A  new  strategy  and  tactics  has  been  raised  among  the  South  Korean  students 
these  days,  that  is,  to  review  and  criticize  their  movement  for  democracy, 
set  the  goal  of  the  immediate  struggle  in  national  independence,  national 
unification  and  genuine  democracy  and  fight  against  the  fascist  "regime" 
and  foreign  forces,  its  patrons,  and  for  the  formation  of  an  all-embracing 
democratic  united  front,  he  said. 

The  reporter  reviewed  the  movement  for  democracy  since  the  16  May  "military 
coup  d*etat." 

He  continued: 

The  weakest  point  in  the  movement  till  the  1970 *s  was  that  its  participants 
could  not  fully  and  clearly  realize  what  is  the  obstacle  to  the  solution  of 
the  national  problem  and  who  is  behind  it.  It  has  been  made  clear  in  the 
1980*s.  A  student  activist  said,  breathing  his  last  in  the  Kwangju  blood¬ 
bath;  "We  have  now  realized  that  the  United  States  is  behind  Chon  Tu-hwan." 

An  agreement  on  South  Korea- Japan  "common  destiny"  and  South  Korea-U.S. 

"common  destiny"  is  in  vogue  at  a  time  when  the  stepping  up  of  formation  of 
the  U.S. -Japan-South  Korea  tripartite  military  alliance  had  increased  ship¬ 
ment  of  nuclear  weapons  into  South  Korea  have  become  an  open  secret. 

We  must  realize  without  the  slightest  doubt  that  the  United  States  is  support¬ 
ing  the  fascist  "regime"  in  order  to  secure  a  pro-American  flunkeyist  "govern¬ 
ment,"  while  seeking  for  a  chance  to  annex  the  North  and  the  South  by  force 
of  arms  and  trying,  if  it  is  impossible,  to  fix  the  North-South  division,  place 
South  Korea  under  the  U.S.  military  domination  and  keep  the  U.S.  troops  in 
South  Korea  indefinitely. 

It  is  a  fundamental  principle  of  democracy  that  power  rests  with  people,  but 
our  "democracy"  since  the  15  August  1945  liberation  has  been  a  "democracy" 
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of  power  resting  with  America.  In  this  sense,  we  must  re-examine  the  expres¬ 
sion  of  "restoration  of  democracy." 

Referring  to  genuine  democracy,  national  independence  and  unification  ques¬ 
tions,  the  reporter  dwelt  on  the  problem  of  formation  of  an  all-embracing 
democratic  united  front. 

The  formation  of  this  front  reflects  the  actual  conditions  of  South  Korea, 
the  objective  demand  and  the  desire  of  the  people;  it  is  a  most  correct 
immediate  action  program  at  the  present  stage  when  the  military  fascist 
dictatorship  holds  sway. 

All  forces  of  different  circles  aspiring  after  democracy,  national  independence 
and  unification  should  form  a  united  front  in  firm  unity.

The  magazine  condemned  a  projected  U.S. -Japan-South  Korea  tripartite  military 
alliance. 

The  Soviet  paper  IZVESTIYA  carried  an  article  introducing  Pyongyang  which  has 
been  built  on  the  debris  left  by  the  three-year  war. 

The  Polish  papers  TRYBUNA  LUDU  and  RZECZPOSPOLITA  denounced  the  new  war 
provocation  manoeuvres  of  the  U.S.  imperialists  and  the  South  Korean  puppet 
clique  and  demanded  the  withdrawal  of  the  U.S.  forces  from  South  Korea. 

The  Tanzanian  paper  UHURU  noted  that  the  Democratic  People *^s  Republic  of 
Korea  has  always  taken  active  steps  on  its  own  initiative  for  the  realisation 
of  the  country's  reunification.  Due  to  the  machinations  of  the  South  Korean 
authorities,  however,  it  said,  the  proposals  and  policies  for  reunification 
have  not  been  realized. 

The  Swedish  paper  GNISTAN  devoted  one  whole  page  to  articles  and  photographs 
exposing  the  South  Korean  puppet  clique. 

The  U.S.  imperialist  mobilised  troops  of  15  satellite  countries  under  the  UN 
flag  only  to  sustain  a  miserable  defeat  in  the  Korean  War  and  sign  the  armi¬ 
stice  agreement,  the  paper  said,  and  continued:

KCNA  RECALLS  U.S.  ATROCITIES  DURING  WAR

[Text]  Pyongyang,  27  Jul  (KCNA) — The  atrocities  committed  by  the  U.S.  im¬ 
perialists  during  the  Korean  War  were  most  shuddering  crimes  unprecedented 
in  human  history. 

They  perpetrated  indiscriminate  bombing  and  bombardment,  taking  as  the  tar¬ 
get  everything  in  the  northern  half  of  Korea  from  industrial  establishments 
to  schools,  hospitals  and  even  women  doing  their  washing  and  children  going 
to  school,  and  razed  to  the  ground  all  towns  and  villages,  buraing  hills  and 
fields . 

During  the  period  of  temporary  retreat  the  U.S.  imperialist  aggressors  entered 
Seoul  again  and  arrested  more  than  75,000  patriots  and  inhabitants  in  the 
city  in  three  days,  and  slaughtered  1,000  of  them  instantaneously  and  over 
38,000  people  among  those  they  detained  in  prison. 

The  U.S.  imperialist  vampires  skinned  the  heads  of  patriots  on  12  occasions 
in  Seoul  and  took  the  skin  as  a  "souvenir." 

Harison  who  had  occupied  Sinchon,  leading  a  unit  of  the  U.S.  imperialist 
aggression  forces,  made  his  appearance  at  the  powder  magazine  in  Wonam-ri, 
Sinchon  Sub-county,  and  ordered  his  men  to  lock  up  mothers  and  their  children 
separately  in  warehouses.  Instructed  by  him,  his  men  spread  straw  and  gaso¬ 
line  over  them  and  set  fire  and  threw  over  100  hand-grenades  at  the  crying 
mothers  and  children,  slaughtering  more  than  900  people  in  cold  blood. 

During  their  occupation  of  Sinchon  they  massacred  35,383  people,  or  a  quarter 
of  the  county's  population. 

The  U.S.  Imperialist  aggressors  who  occupied  the  Unnyul  Mine  in  October  1950 
arrested  more  than  2,000  workers  and  their  families  and  herded  them  into  a 
pit  after  binding  them  together  by  tens  by  driving  wire  into  their  abdomens 
and  slaughtered  them.  They  also  killed  more  than  300  people  by  xutting 
their  bodies  to  pieces  with  straw-cutters. 

Such  monstrous  atrocities  were  committed  in  all  places  where  the  U.S.  imper¬ 
ialists  aggression  forces  set  foot. 
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The  U.S.  imperialists  used  without  hesitation  even  germ  and  chemical  weapons 
prohibited  by  international  law. 

In  the  winter  of  1950,  they  spread  small-pox  germs  in  Pyongyang,  North  and 
South  Pyongan,  South  Hamgyong  and  Kangwon  and  Hwanghae  Provinces. 

From  January  to  March  1952,  they  dropped  bacteriological  bombs  containing 
insects  infected  with  most  virulent  infectious  germs  and  their  carriers  on 
over  700  occasions  in  over  400  places  of  Kangwon,  Hwanghae  and  North  and 
South  Pyongan  Provinces  and  Pyongyang.  They  also  dropped  the  asphyxiating 
gas  bombs  over  Nampo,  killing  1,370  people.  Besides,  they  repeatedly  took 
the  lives  of  a  large  nxunber  of  our  people  in  many  areas  of  Kangwon  and  Hwanghae 
Provinces  by  using  tear-gas  and  asphyxiating  gas  bombs  and  shells. 

The  U.S.  imperialists  committed  hair-raising  atrocities  against  prisoners 
of  war  of  our  side  by  using  flame  throwers  and  rifles,  driving  tanks  over 
them,  throwing  them  into  boiling  water  or  starving  them  to  death.  They 
also  used  our  prisoners  of  war  in  experiments  of  germ  weapons  and  atomic 
bombs .

The  social  system  on 
Taiwan  may  be  different  from  that  on  the  mainland,  but  only  the  People's  Re¬ 
public  of  China  is  entitled  to  represent  China  in  the  international  arena. 

We  recognize  the  Taiwan  local  government's  right  to  follow  its  own  internal 
policy. 

Although  a  local  government,  the  government  in  Taiwan,  which  will  be  a  special 
administrative  region  will  be  different tfrom  other  provincial,  municipal  and 
even  autonomous  regional  governments. 

It  may  have  some  exclusive  rights  that  other  provinces,  municipalities  and 
autonomous  regions  do  not  have,  on  condition  that  tyey  do  not  impair  the 
interests  of  the  unified  state. 

After  the  country  is  reunified  the  Taiwan  special  administrative  region  may 
retain  its  independent  nature  and  practise  a  system  different  from  that  of 
the  mainland. 
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Taiwan  may  also  keep  its  own  armed  forces,  so  long  as  they  do  not  constitute 
a  threat  to  the  mainland.  The  mainland  will  station  neither  troops  nor  ad¬ 
ministrative  personnel  in  Taiwan.  The  political  party,  government,  and  armed 
forces  in  Taiwan  will  all  be  administered  by  Taiwan  itself. 

Comrade  Deng  Xiaoping  further  said: 

There  should  be  appropriate  measures  for  achieving  reunification.  This  is 
why  we  have  proposed  talks  between  the  two  parties  on  an  equal  basis  to  bring 
about  a  third  round  of  cooperation,  rather  than  negotiations  between  the 
central  and  local  authorities. 

But  foreign  interference  absolutely  will  not  be  permitted,  because  it  would 
only  mean  that  China  has  not  won  complete  independence,  and  there  will  be  no 
end  of  trouble  for  the  future.
